The finance
coinmittee reported that the outlook was
most promising for the sinews of war to carry
on an aggressive campaign., Nearly every
senator had subseribed one bundred dollars
vash, even including Messrs., Hoar, Mathews,
Christiancy, Dawes, and Barnside, the spe-
cial champions of the administration in the
senate, The members of congress were put-
ting vp their fifty each. There was some talk
of asking the Presdent to subscribe five thou-
sand dollars, and he will be called uwpon to
auscertain his views of giving this amount.
All the heads of departments, including Key,
will be asked to help, it being held that in-
asmuch as Key is a beneficiary in a Republi-
can ndministration it is bot fair that he
should contribute to its campaign fund, At
the recent cavcus it was also deaided to take
the vote of the senate on the validity of the
fourteenth and fifteenth amendments. The
Republicans are the only people who seem to
regard these amendments as weak, for they
are contannally bringing them forward for
ratification year after year, while the Demo-
crats regard them as fixed in the con-
stitution. As  another sign show-
ing that the old battle is to
~Pe fought over, we would state that Senator
Aungus Cameron, of Wisconsin, has published
an article in the North American Review,
styled ** The I[rrepressible Conflict Unde-
oided.” He concludes his tirade against

THE COMMUNISTS.

Mesting of the Annual Convention of
the Ameriean Labor Reformers in
New York-EResolutions Adopted
~Maverick's Expose of the
NMeaning of the Movement.

New Yomg, May 5—The eighth annual
convention of the American iabor reform
league was commenced to-day, E. H. Hey-
wood, president, made the opening address,
saying that the League seeks the liberty to
assert the natural right of all people to do
their best, at their own risk, to reﬂeal all
laws recognizing property, and to abolish all
monopolies which give propertﬁ special ad-
vantages against labor. The following reso-
lations were adopted: o .

Resolped, That since capitalists take life
and destroy property to retain their power to
steal, the Kearpey men, who invoked the
halter in California, and the Molly Mﬂﬁu"ﬂ'-
who are reported to have killed coal .
and the railroad strikers, are morally lawful
belligerents, justly exercising the same right
of defensive warfare which was applauded in
tipping British tea in Boston harbor, in John
Brown's march on Harper's Ferry, and in
the killing of prce=slavery southerners by
northern Unionists. - .

Resolved, Thatjthelchief mission of thejsil-
ver billfand greenback movement is to hasten
repudiation; when debts are paid once in the
form of interest they are paid forever, and
sbuta AdhowEroWIng,. Jrresistible_tendencies
New England labor-reformers by abolishing
all power to get pay for loans, stocks or other
valuables more than onmce, and to make it
illegal, disgraceful and impossible to prey on
other e's money.

Bug.'e.v;g, That tﬁe Natiopal and Work-
ingmen parties, like their twin older brethren
in sin—Republican and Democratic—by sus-
taining this mode of usurpation, enslave,
defraud and despoil woman; and that in de-

Views of American Communism,

*‘What does communism in this country
mean?" is a question that is answered bj
Augustus Maverick, in a late number of the
New York T'ribune, in an article which shows
a thorough research into the history of the
orgaaization in Europe since 1839. He un-
dertakes to show, by authoritative citations
and the collation of recent events, that the
International society, having ignominiously
falled in the attempts to subvert European
governments, has deliberately undertaken to
overthrow the American system. The facts,
which it is vu'tugll im 1“? for Amenmln
workingmen and the whole American people
to comprehend at their full value, are demon-
strated by indisputable evidence. The start-
ing point was London, in 1839, when the first
successful attempt at international combina~-
tion proceeded from a small number of Ger-
man workingmen, who had been expelled
from France in 1839, for taking part in an
emeute in Paris, In November, 1847, at a
German communistic conference,

A MANIFESTO
was presented by Dr. Karl Marx and Fred-
?Si:k Engles, one passage of which was as
ows:

“The communists are no particular party
in contradistinction from other workingmen's
parties, They have no interests separate
from the interests of ithe whole proletariat,
and set up no particular pnnci&lea according
movement. Théy distinguish themselvis, “on
the one hand, from other workingmen's par-
ties, by defending the common interests,
which are independent of nationality, of the
whole closs in the varions national stroggles;
on the other hand, by representing the inter-
esta of the common movement at the differ-
ent stages of development through which
the atm;hzsle between the wages laborers and
the capitalists has to pass. The immediate
aim of the communista 1s the same as that of
the other proletarian parties—the overthrow
of the rule of the capitalists by the acquisition
of political power.’

GROWTH OF THE INTERNATIONAL.

In 1862 the Internationale proper was
formed, com principally of English and
French workingmen brought together by the
exhibition of ifnt year in London. Ten years
afterward the society counted one hundred
and eighty thousand members in Great Britain
alone. It was estimated that over the whole
extent of Europe the society numbered not
less than two millioa five hundred thousand.
The first movement of the Internationale was
to call for a general conference of the work-
ingmen of Europe. George Adger, of Eng-
land, 1ssued the call, saying: *“‘Let us have
our congresses; let us discuss the great ques-
tion on which the peace of nations depends;
let us bring our reason and moral right to
bear with ming dignity against the ca-
j‘%t:aq and brute force of so-called rulers.”

is was the first echo of Carl Marx's procla-
mation of 1844, that the aim of the com-
munists was the overthrow of the capitalist
by the acquisition of political power. A con-

ess was held in Geneva, Switzerland, in

ptember, 1866. In the meantime the eyes
of the far-seeing leaders were fixed upon this
country. In 1867 two sections of the Inter-
national society were established in the Uni-
ted States, and acknowledged by the general
council of the Internationale ss auxiliary.
In August, 1867, the American societies affil-
iated with the communists, held a congress in
Ch , in which the supremacy of the for-
eign International society was recognized,
and absolute credence given to the

LABOR CONGRESS AT ST. LOUIS,

In 1871 the labor eonqrea.n assembled in
8t. Louis to discuss the laws which should
govem trade organmizations, and the defini-

on of the true relations between the em-
ployer and the employed, adopted a national
platform. It set out with the recitation of
principles now commonly accepted—namely,
the necessity of revenue ;et'orm. tax reduc-
tion, eral amnesty, and equality of rights
—q_mf?ﬁ_er enunciating these doctrines with
no inconsiderable degree of force, glided into
such fallacies as a demand for the legislative
prohibition of Chinese labor, and a central-
uzation of power in the Federal govern-
ment, with restrictions npon private enter-
prise in the construction and operation of
railroads, telegraph lines, and the like. The
rlntfarm, as a whole, was not sound; the
eaders were injudicions, the official recogni-
fion of the communist element was a danger-
ous precedent—but the Workingmen's party
bad openly taken its place as a political fac-
g:i. and it had called the International to its

SUCCEEDING CONGRESRES,

At the next congress, held in the next year,
at Columbus, Ohio, the affiliation between
the trade-unions and the International was
still more firmly fixed. A platform was
adopted which is a cariosity in political liter-
ature, It set forth: First, a demand for
the expansion of piper curreney; second, the
abolition of the gold basis; third, the de-
struction of the national banks; fourth, the
establishment of the eight-hour system; fifth,
the exclusion of Chinese labor,

*Federalist’ delegates, who offered a political
organszation, and the “Centralizing (eneral
Council,” led by Karl Marx, ended in the
atter defeat of the former. The close of 1872
witnessed the transfer of the| International-
ists’ headquarters from London to New York.
Proof was soon at hand that the Internation-
alists had begun to busy themselves with the
workingmen. In January, 1873, labor agita-
tion broke out in New Orleans. Another
result was the great strike of May-June, 1872,
in which the worl:infmen. after npen&mg a
million and a half dollars in wages, were
compelled to yield. In the spring of 1873,
after a secret conference of the leaders of

the trade-unions, the formation of the body
of “The Umted Workingmen of America’

was announced.fAt the succeeding Industrial
congress in Cleveland, in which twelve States
were represented, the purpose was announced

“The suddenness and completeness of the
catastrophe showed the care with which the
mine had been laid.

Ninth—Abolishment of all compulsory
laws tending ‘to prevent combinations of
v:gi:i!hngmen to strike or induce others to
strike.

Tenth—Gratuitnons administration of jus-
tice in all courts of law.

Eleven—Abolishment of all indirect tax-
ation, and adoption of a graded income tax.

Twelve—All banking and insurance to be
conducted by the national government.

Thirteen—Strict prohibition of any laws
limiting the right of male suffrage.

Fourteen—Introduction of direct popular
haopt or rejétr anpiokadaye the nght to

_ Fifteen—A system of minority representa-
tion to be adopted as soon as possible.

Sixteen—The senate to be abolished in all
legislatures and the national congress.

Seventeen—Ail pablic officers to be subject
t.? prompt recall by a direct vole of the peo-
ple.

Eighteenth - Prohibition of famale labor in
octupations i jurious to health and morals;
the wages of women to be equal to those of
men where the same labor is performed.
